Have you ever been down a coal mine’ 
was down one a couple of weeks ago at Cedo- 
min, travelling underground for a mile and a 
half from sunlight to watch the loading and 
shunting of cars underground. Another mile 
and a half further under the mountain, men 
were working with picks on 
the coal ?tce. 

It was an interesting ex- 
perience, but next day at 
Mercoal when Manager 
“Herdy” McLeod offered to 
take me through the under- 
ground workings of the Mc- 
Leod River mine, and the 
day after when Manager 
Pascoe extended a similar in- 
vitation to go underground 
at the Mountain Park mine, 
I declined both. One experience underground 
is enough to last for some time. 

This might be a fitting place to tell of the 
work of the coal-miners of Alberta, and some 
of their problems.

Persons unconnected with mining some- 
times think that a gang of men start with picks 
at the mountain face and burrow through a 
coal seam, much as mice go through a cheese. 
The truth is that a great amount of enginecring 
has to be done before a pound of coal is taken 
away. In the drafting offices of the mines are 
shown by means of sheets of glass set in per- 
spective, the exact location and shape of the 
seam as it lies in the mountain. That of the 
Cadomin mine, for instance, is shaped much 
like a sickle, having been bent over by the 
contraction of rocks carrying the coal strata. 

The tunnel isn’t driven through the coal. It 
is driven through solid rock to one side of the 
seam. This makes it safer in case of a section 
of the mine catching fire—as is the case at the 
present time at Cadomin—and enables several 
Sangs to work on different “panels” of the 
mine at the same time. Each “panel” is a sec- 
tion of the mine, five hundred feet or more in 
length, divided from each other section by 
leaving in place sections 75 feet or more in 
thickness. Each pane] becomes a separate rovin 
the mine, entered by branch tunnels from 
the main tunnel. In case of fire, and after each 
panel is emptied of coal, it is sealed up with

QUESTION: Mrs. Lee B. asks: “I have been 
told my boy has chronic appendicitis. Would 


you advise an x-ray?” 

ANSWER: Before making a diagnosis of 
chronic appendicitis in a child, a careful study 
of the case is necessary. The doctor in charge 
may request an x-ray examination, if he finds 
that a diagnosis is uncertain without it. I re- 
commend the x-ray as of great value in 
chronic appendicitis in children. I also adivse 
a blood test since if the appendix is inflamed 
the white blood cells will usually be increased. 
The symptoms of appendicitis in children may 
closely resemble those of indigestion; also a 
severe chronic inflammation may exist although 
he symptoms are mild, or easily overlooked.

treatment is best for caruncle of the urethra?’ 

ANSWER: No one treatment can be sug- 
gested to fit all cases. By a caruncle is meant 
a small red growth occurring on the mucous 
“vembrane of the urethra usually located on 
the posterior wall. The growth is quite small 
but causes discomfort because it is sensitive. 
The treatment used must fit the case and may 
consist of removal with the electric cautery, or 
of cutting away the growth. 

QUESTION—Bonnie Jean T. asks: “May 
Melba toast be 2aten more than once a day by 
a person who is constipated?” 

ANSWER—Melba toast cannot be consid- 
ered beneficial to constipation. It is important 
to eat more of the non-starchy vegetables to 
supply bulk.

Statement to be true. Interest in

| Evidence of Crew Shows 


| Train Had Right to be 
On Main Line 


| 
| LACOMBE, April 5—Returning 
| an open verdict, a coroner's jury, 
probing Thursday's train crash, 


| found that “David Dunbar, engin- / 


| eer on train No, 615, met his death 
| by being crushed between the ten- 
| der and cab of his engine in a col- 
| lision between his +train and a 
southbound freight, No. 988.” 

Fred Miller, fireman for train 615, 
testified that he had seen the freight 
about a mile and a half out of town, 
when his train was moving north 
towards the wye. He mentioned it 
to Dunbar who assured him it was 
all right. He mentioned it twice 
later and, when he saw the freight 
so near it could not stop, escaped 
through the left window. 

' Questioned by J. S. McCormick 
lawyer for Engineer W. C. Burke 
of train $88, Miller said they had 
from 6:30 to 8 a.m. to complete the 
switching. The crash occurred 
about 7:12 am. 

NOT QUICK ENOUGH 

H. Chapman. head-end brake- 
man on 615, said that Dunbar start- 
ed to go down the gangway to get 
out of his cab but did not get down 
quickly enough. 

Questioned by Mr. McCormick, he 
said tha! he had worked there four 
years and all the crew expected the 
southbound. He added that 615 was 
backing up at the time of the col- 
lision. The train had cleared the 
north switch but did not have time 
to make the wye so started to back 
These switching operations at this 
hour were regular routine. 

James Cooney, -head-end train- 
man for 988, was on top of a car 
about seveh from the caboose on 
the 27-car train. He saw the other 
train when about a mile and a half 
north of town but not after that. 
The emergency was put on about 
two or three minutes before the 
collision. 


| CURVE OBSCURED 
William Jacock, fireman on the 
southbound train 
just finished coaling and sat down 
in time to look out the window. He 


could not see the other train be- 
cause of the curve. 
Engineer Burke, of the south- 


bound freight who gave evidence 
under protection of the court, said 
he saw steam from the train near 
the watertank but in the past two 
and a half years in which he had 
made the run the other train had 
been on the wye or down at the 
station. He shut the engine off and 
drifted into the yard 
When he had done this the smoke 
and steam coming duwn over his 
own engine obscured his vision 
Just as he went to apply the emer- 
gency brakes he saw the other train 
; about three or four car lengths 
| ahead. 
Coroner Dr. E. M. Sharpe con- 
ducted the inquest and the jury 
comprised D. Hay, L. Winters, G 
Therriault, W. C. Sweet, A. Davis 
and G. Macker. J. Quigg of Red 
Deer acted for the crown 
The main line of the railway was 
cleared of wreckage at 3:30 pm 
Thursday and normal service re- 
| sumed.

Mr. Marshall's address follows: | 
BRIEF OBSERVATIONS | 

“Between now and election day 
there will be many occasions when 
you will be listening to your candi- 
dates speaking from public plat- 
forms.

“It is true that events have inter-| 
vened which have defeated many 
of their well laid plans but in spite 
of uncontrollable circumstances 
such as the Gréat War, the province 
of Alberta at the age of sixteen was 
a province of which we could be 
justly proud. 

“During those sixteen years mar- 
ket roads were built, public build- 
ings erected, an efficient telephone 
system established, up to date edu- 
cational systems developed and 
health services organized, In ad-, 
dition during the sixteen years the 
Alberta government, under the
